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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the combination a substrate 
with a cap-zone defined by encapsulation by a protective casing. A plurality of 
interconnects having a plurality of first elements in the cap-zone with a plurality of 
second elements arranged in an array outside of the cap-zone. A plurality of 
transmission lines coupling the first elements to the second elements. A releasable 
gasket attached to the substrate outside of the cap-zone, wherein the releasable gasket 
is configured for removal after encapsulation in claims 1,13, 43, and 51 . 

A substrate with a cap-zone defined by encapsulation by a protective casing. A 
plurality of contact elements arranged in the cap-zone along an edge of the opening 
with a plurality of ball-pads arranged in a ball-pad array outside of the cap-zone. A 
plurality of conductive lines that couple the contact elements to the ball-pads. A barrier 
on the substrate outside of the cap-zone to at least restrict the flow during encapsulation 
and wherein the barrier covers at least one of the plurality of ball-pads in claims 21, 27, 
and 35.
